HONGKONG, 


& (28th July.) : 


Nearly twelve months ago, we commented 
on the action of the educational, authorities 
in Shanghai in establishing evening continua- 
tion classes for the benefit of those who 
desired to increasé their knowledge of 
literary and technical subjects. We had the 
temerity to suggest that the Government of 
Hongkong might be induced to follow the 
example of the northern Settlement, in order 
that the intelligent and studious youth of 
the Colony, who had been compelled to 

. ;relinquish their day studies, might have an 
: eppertuntty of extending their elementary 
education by attending evening clatses.. As 
a ‘rule, to suggest innovations ‘of such a 


character is to cry in the wilderness; but for- 


tunately Hongkong is blessed ‘with'a Gover-

many months His Excellency Sir Matthew 
Nathan has had the idea in mind, and when 
the echool prize distributions were in flood 


in the carly part of the year he seldom failed 


to refer to the proposed inauguration of 


jJevening continuation classes to be held 


under the auspices of the Government. The 
result of His Excellency’s initiative and 
‘energy is now scen in’ the: prospectus ‘pub- 
lished in this week’s Gasefie. ‘Ihe evening. 
continuation classes will begin on Wednes- 
day, 3rd ‘October, and the subjects which 
will ‘be taught should appeal to. a .wide 
seclion of the younger generation. There, 
will be three courses: commercial, engineer- 
ing, and science, and the classes and sub- 
jects to be taught are graded to meet the 
requirements of the learner as well as the 
‘advanced.students. From a glance at the 
proposed work of the classes, it is clear that: 
if the student diligently pursues his studies 
he is bound at the end of three sessions to 
have acquired a useful knowledge of the 
subjects for which he has entered. The 
commercial section which will doubtless be 
largely attended by those who intend to fol- 
low a clerical career, or are already engaged 
in city offices, is admirably framed. for the 
‘needs of those whose education is imperfect 
in the essentials, The industrious pupil has 
the choice of attending classes in shorthand, 
ing, convmercial geography, com- 
jinetic,—modern__Janguages_ 
(French, German, Japanese and advanced 
English), and letter-w _ There . are 
many in. Hongkong desi those who are 
compelled to work ‘for a living who-would 
derive immense benefits from a course of 
nstruction in two-or more of these-subjects. 
Shorthand is put in the forefront, but short- 
hand scarcely deserves that prominence... In 
the United Kingdom hundreds ‘annually 
altend the opening classes in ‘phonography 
to their 
memories, byt the drudgety of leatning short. 
hand quickly pal!s and the students ‘drop off 
umil only haifa dozen enthusiasts'are left at 
the end of the session to claim the reward of 
their diligence. No applicant should be re- 
ceived asa pupilin the shorthand class unless 
he is thoroughly grounded'in [nglish, and we 
might go farther and say that no pupil 
should'be admitted in. the class until he bas. 
passed a fair examination in advanced Eng. 
Shorthand is merely an auxiliary, not 
an. essential. It is amusing to hear people 
bewail the fact that they did not leat short- 
hand in their youth when every. sentence 
they utter is punctuated with solecisms, and 
marked by execrable grammar. QT coarse, 
shorthand ig a’ desirable accomplishment, 
especially in a clerk ; -but it does nothing to 
train the mind. It isa purely mechanical 
art. If pupils studied English in the first 


| place, acquirggd.a .working knowledge of 


commercial geggraphy, and proved them- 
selves reasonably proficient in commercial 
arithmetic, then let them take up shorthand, 


for the study of that subject will prove, in a 
For Chi- 
nese pupils,;who have passed in : English, 
shorthand is specially to be recommended, 
because the placing of the vowéls teaches 
the recognised and proper pronunciation 
of .words- which are nat. often used in 
ordinaty conversation. Nothing is more 
racking than’ fo hear. a presumably: 
educated man stumbling over common 
words; the Latinist shudders when he 
hears a false quantity, lut what can be said 
of the Britisher who blunders. like a bull 
through his own language? Commercial 
geography will be illustrated by lantern views, 
and expositions are tobe given onsuch matters 
as the birth of cities, transport, distribution 
of population, the world’s markets.and trade 
routes, ete, 'here should be aJarge number 
attracted.to the class in cémmercial arith- 
metic, for among the qugstions té be -dealt 
with under this heading are such ‘brain- 
twisters as local currency, exchange , pro- 
blems, Chinese, Indian and Japanese money 
and weights, partnerships, commission and 
insurance, etc. The teacher, wha seeks to 
inform: the youthful mind of the causes 
which lead: to the appreciation or ‘deprecia- 
tion of the dollar, and to explain the reason 
why the Singapore dollar is ata premium, 
and subsidary coinage is rejected in Hong: 
kong has a.task before’ him from which even

Mr, Balfour has confessed that on the subject 
of bi-metallism he_is as a little child, and 
how the problems of exchange are to be ex- 
pourided and explained without reference to 
the monettiry metals it is dificult to set. It

If only the Chinese foremen in the Govern- 
ment yards could be induced to take up the 
study of the classes in, this section they 
would benefit immensely, but it is to be 
feared that their lack of education in 
the three R's will exclude them from 
participating in the advantages offered 
under this section. Still, they could attend 
the ‘commercial section in the first 
instance and work their way up to the 
technical class. If employers would only 
encourage their assistants to improve their 
mental equipment they would be conferring 
a boon on the youths under their control, 
besides helping to advance the interests of 
the Colony. At the same time, they would 
probably reap the" benefits which flow from 
the. work of intelligent and educated juniors, 
There will be two sessions in’ the year, the 
Girst beginning in the first week of October 
and closing two weeks Before the Chincss 
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‘New Year; and the second commencing 


two" weeks after the Chinese New Year, 


and closing -in the last week of 
May. ‘That is to say, the entire wintet 
season will be devoted-to.evening continua 
tion’ classes. ‘The classes are open to all 
who are over 1.4 yedrs of age irrespective of 
nationality, but applicants ‘under 17 years of 
age must produce salisfactory references. 
Studentsattending the classes will be required 
to pay a’ registration: fee of $5 on admis- 
sion.” At the close of the year the whole of 
the fee will be returned to, any student 


whose conduct and progress are reported ns 
satisfactory by the class-master, ifthe num-. 


ber of his attendances equals go per cent. of 
the possible number of attendances in the 
classes that, he has joined ; half the fee will 
be returned if the aumber, equals 75 per 
cent. No registration fee will be charged 
students who continue their course of study 
for -a second. year, A fee of €1 a 
month will be .charged for. thé first class 
taken and one of so cents a month for cach 
additional ‘class. In the engineering and 
science classes a deposit not exceeding $3 
must be made by students’ who have 
the use of any instruments or apparatus of 
value. This feé will be returned to the 
student at the close of the year if the-instru- 
ments ang apparatus have received no dam- 
age nt his hands, It is also stated that the 
students will be required to do home lessons.

to suggest that unless his home lessons are 
up to the mark he will be disqualified fora 
prize is to discourage the plodding student 
who is chained to his daily toil and give 
an unfair advantage to those who are not 
compelled to grind their hearts away ala 
desk every day. As previously noted, stud- 
ents are required to deposit $5 as a registra- 
tien (ee and pay class fees in addition. Now 
it cannot be gainsaid that there are many 
poor boys in’ Hongkong, Europeans and 
Chinese alike,_who. would._be_only too glad. 
M10 take advantage of these evening classes, 
but*cannol find the money to pay fees. 
Would it not be possible to establish scholar- 
ships:for such boys so ‘that they, could in- 
crease theit education ? ‘The system is com- 
mon in Great Britain. The applicant is 
required. to pass a competitive examination, 
and on doing so is allowed to attend what- 
ever classes may suit him, All that is re- 
quired is that the applicant should prove his 
parents are unable to'provide the money for 
his fees. But perhaps that will come in 
time. We carnestly trust that these, even- 
ing classes will prove a success,’ not 
only. for_ the, sake.of the. pupils. but. 
also as some recompense to His Excel- 
lency the Governor who has given so 
much consideration. to“the scheme, The 
Hon. Me-A WW. Brewin, Dt. G. H. Bateson 
Wright, Mr. E. .\. Irving and Mr. P. N. H. 
Jones, A.M.LC.1,, are the members of -the 
Supervisory Committee, and Mr,.W. H. Wil- 
liamgis the organising secretary. \Ve trust 
thitt all employers in the Colony will per- 
sonally advise the youthful members of their 
staf to attend these classes and that no op- 
portunity will be lost to extend their scope 
and efficiency.

IN DEFENCK OF tHE CIVILIAN. 


- Whenever a civilian discovers a grievance. 
he immediately assumes that the police are 
to blame, and~promptly decides that their 
presence ip the city is more ornamental than 
useful. Jt is perfectly true that the police 
are occasionally far more interested in some 
coolies who are passing an idle hour-by 
playing the Chinese equivalent of pitch and 
toss than altending to more important affairs. 
‘There ‘are those, probably, who would accuse 
the police of béing responsible for the sub- 
sidiary coinage nuisance. 
police are very.much in the hands of their 
superiors‘ and seldom encouraged to, act 
absolutely on their own initiative. When 
they do the real character of the men ap- 
pears, as was evidenced by the case in which 
Inspectar Langley was prosecutor at the 
Mogistracy to-day. Asa result of that case, 
which is reported in another column, the 
ricksha-coolies will probably think twice in 
future before thcy victimise a civilian, The 
Inspector had just. arrived from the New 
Territories, and being in plain clothes and 
‘apparently a stranger he appeared to be fair 
game for the ricksha men. When they 
saw him leave the Hongkong Hotel ‘they 
naturally thought that they had discovered 
asimple.tourist, and one bolder.than the 
rest pounced upon the Inspector with a 
demand for 80 cénts. Now, a tourist ora 
‘newcomer to the Colony would probably, 
have handed over a few ‘cents to the 
coolic in order to get rid of his clamour and 
disturbance. No doubt the coolie reckoned 
upon that, for not only did he yell and 
shout imprecations at the Inspector but he 
also induced others of the gang to join in 
the chorus of abuse and calumny. The In- 
spector steeled his heart against the howling 
dervishes, and if human nature is to be 
depended upon at all, laughed in his sleeve 
at the folly ofthe ricksha man, who had 
originally demanded money for a ride 
rwhich had never been taken. Inspector 
Langley led his unsuspecting quarry rigtit 
into the jaws of perdition, to wit a*European 
constable, and the luckless-wight was led to 
gaal to meditate over the inequalities of this

But, after all, the’ 


civilians t®.the discomfiture of hard-working 
individuals like himself. ‘When the case. was 
called, it feemed, according to the report, 
as if the Magistrate was unable ta find any 
bye-law: under which the coolie could be 
convicted.. Given a copy of the.statyites of 
the Colony, and a copy of the byc-laws, 
together with a glance at‘ the terms of the 
ricksha licence, it is safe to say that.any 
ordinary layman’ would quickly have found 
a section under which the coolie, who was 
nothing ‘more’or less than‘a thief foiled of 
his prey, could be dealt with. Inspector 
Langley prosecuted with an.aptness.. of 
illustration and suggestion which is seldom 
found -in’ police’ court reports. He 
pointed out a fact. which is. only too 
true that, had-.it been a civilian who 
wns the victim of the coolics importunity, 
hz would probably have called an Indian or 
a Chinese policeman who would have be- 
lieved the coolie and haled the unfortunate 
victim to Court on a. charge of refusing to 
pay bis fate, The police force might keep 
that fact in mind, Nobody would havé 
given any attention to the civilian's story ; 
the coolie would have mustered a crowd of 
“witnesses,” and if the alleged- fare-had 
-escaped wilh a fine for attempting to de- 
fraud the poor coolic, instead of being 
charged also with assaulting the police and 
being’ drunk, “he might have considered 


himself in Juck. Fortunately, it was a.sen- | 


sible and ‘highly-intelligent police inspector 
who was baited and the coolie is the sufferer. 
No longer will he-be able to swindle strangers 
-for-his-licence-has~been-caricelled,—and.. if. 
‘bis example serves to deter other ricksha 
men from the old practice of ‘ squeezing ” 
the visitor he will not have lived ia vain. 
Jnspector Langley deserves the thanks of 
every ong in the community for his manly 
‘championship of the civilian. and his 
straightforward and common-sense state- 
ment of the pitfalls which await the civilian 
at every point. evra

of the.. Colony’s « prosperity. .. A--variety_of- 
causes ve Fy to this unfortunate condition 
of things, atid it is safe to say that many 
Chinese firdi have been hard pushed by the 
long-continfied .depression, Stocks were 
_allowed to accumulate awaiting better days, 
but expenses were being incurred all the 
time, and even the expert dealers in yarn 
were at alossto discover how they could 
unload withgut. sifefing* serious pecuniary 


loss, The’ failure of the crops ‘in China | 


withdrew a large number. of orders ‘which 
bad been anticipated, for retrenchment and 
economy were enforced by the poverty of the 
interior. Shanghai experienced the same 
Stagnation in_yarn sales,-and the only pro- 
“spect confronting dealers was the diate 
opening of Manchuria to foreign trade, As 
we noted the other day, Viscount Hayashi, 
the Japanese Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has intimated that Manchuria will be, thrown 
open to the traders of all nations on 
the rst-September, which is a. conces- 
sion‘ that, will be exisemely welcome to 
the entire business community but more 

especially to those engaged in- the yarn 
trade. ‘Nominally, the ‘No admittance” 

board has been presented to all those 

who have attempted to gain a foothold for 
the purpusef of trade, but it is the firm con- 

viction ofpany that the agents of the Japan- 

ese commetgighpouses were chtrusted with 

the magieopen, sesame." It-is doubtful, 

however, 3 er the Japanese are yet ina 

position t64nvade the yaro industry of Man- 

churia, and ‘assuming that to be the case 

there are ample reasons for the highly opti- 

mistic views’ in Hongkong regarding the 

consumpliye capacity of the province ‘in 

question. SWhile floods have to a certain 
extent lessened the purchasing power of the 
peasantry, and small lot holders in Southern 

China, there is no evidence that the outlook 

is other than bright in the north, which, of 

course, means an increasing demand for 

materials woven from yarn and a correspond. 

ing fillip to the trade ‘in Hongkong. Both 

importers and local dealers will derive bene- 

fit from this satisfactory state of affairs. 

Although the recovery which has now 

taken place in the yarn market is an 

appreciablé one, the operators are by no 

means: ouf of the wood. If we: take the 

average of the lowest figures for some of the 

favourite “chops” which ‘were bought 

at the high rates ruling last year, and 

add to thatthe godown rent which amounts 

to between 7 and 9 per cent, we find that 

operators must wait until the revival in 

prices has exceeded the average high rates at 

which the purchases were made before they 

can -equalise their losses: It is a good indi- 

cation that there is stability in the demand 

which has just arisen, inasmuch ag it, syn- 
chronises with the demand that is just’ be- 

ginning in‘Amoy for the districts for which 

Amoy is the yarn centre. “Immediately fol- 

lowing the Amoy demand, it usually happens 

that Foochow is the next centre to inquire, 

for, yarn from. this market,.and orders are 

expectedsto come in towards the end of 

August. By that time, it is expected that a. 

good proportion of.the stocks, both high- 

priced and averaged stocks, will be unlonded, 
and dealerg@ill be in a position to supply 

ports still further north, such as Newchwang 

and Chefoo, whose demands usually begin to 

arrive about’ the beginning of September. 

If the.outlook continues as promising as it 

is to-day there Is eyery prospect that tlie 

losses, héavy as they have been, will in a large.

Some generali- 
ties are given, some statements about specula- 
tions which bad turneu out failures, ind a rig- 
marole about ihvestments in a variety of 
companies which either could not be realised 
or had proved failures. It:must be a heart- 


) breaking task for: the Judge to separate the 


facts from the assertions and to arrive at a 
conclusion which will give substantial justice 
to all parties. Although the debtor usually 
admits that at no remote” period he was a 
tillionaire or, at least; in prosperous cirtlita- 
stances, and, declares that he:has been-r 
duced to penury within an almost inconcei 
ably short- space of time and is at the mo- 
ment a.penniless waif, it is seldom suggested 
that ‘he has been. compelled to alter his 
mode of living, He is not obliged to sit on 
doorsteps and beg for crusts to allay 
the pangs of hunger. He docs not discard 
the rich raiment he wore in the days of his 
prosperity. _ He still. belongs to, his ojuly;, 
‘and, referring to Chinese bankrupts in parti-’ 
cular, he has no need to use chandu dross 
instead of the Patna opium. with which he 
regaled himself in the past, How is it done? 
-Ihere-is a simple explanation which is known 
to everybody. ‘The Chinese dealer who fo 
“geé¥ (rouble, should any of ils numerous in- 
vestmenta prove unsatisfactory, -has only to 
add to the female section of his home es- 
tablishment to secure himself against loss 
and at {he same time to outwit+to be plain, 
to defraud—his, creditors. He settles his 
property on one wife, presents gifts of money 
and jewellery to another, endows-his child: | 
ren with his worldly goods and Jeaves him- 
self with nothing but the clothes he wears, 
Then he declares himself bankrupt. It is 
not suggested that this is an expedtent com- 
monly resorted to ;. indeed, the average Chi- 
nese trader is the soul of honour in business 
—his word is as good as his bond. An 
Eoglishman would rather deal with a China- 
man that any other member of the Asiatic: 
race. But China has its black sheep, and 
the fact that such underhand methods of 
swindling'firms do occur is every reason why 
the law,should be amended to meet these 
particular cases. According togthe law of 
Hongkong it wouldseem that.anditscrupulous 
debtor may make over,his possessiong to. a. 
relative to-day and declare himself bankrupt 
to-morrow. On account of the close com- 
munity of Chinese family” interests, the 
donor never loses grip of his property. - The 
transaction” has no altruistic bearing ; it is, 
simply a matter of convenience, and whether 
the belongings are held in the name of. his 
favourite wife or his sons they are still rétain- 
ed by the head of the household. ‘Clearly, 
this is fraud unadulterated, and fraud which 
should not be possible under the Jaw. In 
England a bankrupt who has made over his 
possessions to his wife within two years of 
his bankruptcy is compelled to disgorge for 
the benefit of the creditor, .He may assert 
that his wife bought-the goods with her own 
money. Then he must show whence she 
got that money, how she earned it if it did 
not come as a legacy, -and if that cannot be’ 
shown to: the satisfaction of the Court the 
presumption is that an attempt has been 
made to dcquire property at the expense of 
"the creditors, and- the Court makes short’ 
work with such delaulters. OS course, if a 
than settles his property on his wife or child- 
ten some five, ten or twenty years before the 
date of his bankruptcy there is no suggestion 
that there has been any attempt to defeat the 
ends of, justice; it was a dond./ide transaction, 
carried through with no ulterior motive—it is 
admitted that in. England men of wealth are

To o great extent the British Navy form- 
editself, Men. hke Frobisher, Hawkins and 
Linke were led by visions of the wealth to be 
found in the Spanish Main to forsake the pro- 
saic and dangerous life of the fisherman, Pro- 
bably they would be called buccaneers in theacs

‘Of the: pnst-bellam 
financial questions, what is most exercising the 
miods of both Government and people is the 
quentiqn ‘of naval and military armaments," 
says the Count. “he question naturally 
occurs in the minds of many whether the 
Government is disposed ‘lo extend the army 
.and navy, and if so, to what extent it is prepar- 
éd to go, . : ; 

“In all civilised countries the expenditure 
Upon armaments proyes by far the grentest 

. ‘burden on the people, and it is only natural 
that the country's finances should be much 
affected by the Government's decision on the 
subject. Japan is no exception to the general 
rule, that the exient, of a country’s armaments 


should: be regulated by those of a possible iF 


enemy, and If the expansion is really necessary 
for the defence of the country the people will 
not grudge the sacrifice, however mych they 
may wish for a lightening of their burden, 
_ “Prior to the Japan-China War; Japan's 
* armaments were organised in view of China 
at a possible enemy, acd afterthat war Japan's 
equipment was chiefly aimed at coping with 
the, Russian strength in the Far East. Now, 
however, Russia's'naval power‘in the Bast has 
been annihilated, and, Port Arthur, to which 
- Russia devoted hor enprgy for nearly ten years 
_, to render it impregnable, bas falleo into the 
hands of Japan. Moreover, the Koreag penin-
